DURABILITY OF FLOORINGS. 

Borne lutrnwting teat* of flooring n»«- 
teriala recently made ia Philadelphia are 
described in the BrientWc American. The 
investigators used an ordinary iron rub¬ 
bing wheel, such a* is ml by slope 
workers for rnbldng a amnoth face on 
marble or sandstone. The samples to 
I be tested were cemented to blocks cf 
I sandstone, and bid. face downward, en 
the robbing wheel, which revolved at fbe 
rate of 75 revolutions a minutes and was 
kept supplied with sharp sand and wa:er. 
The blocks to which the flooring* were 
cemented were of equal weight, so that 
the robbing was affected mqler nexriy 
the same pressure in all case*.
